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In  numerous  cases  the  nervous  system  is  quickly  effected,  the  mind 
becomes  obscure,  breathing  becomes  difficult  and  the  patient  di_-.  from 
paralysis  of  the  breathing  center,  Here  often  chan  all  the  death  comas  no 
later  than  5  days  after  the  start  of  the  Illness.  The  death  rate  Tilth 
autumnal  encephalitis  is  50-60?. 

In  many  people,  recovered  from  the  infection,  there  remains  for  a  long 
time  a  general  exhausting,  loss  of  ability  to  work,  headaches,  sketchy 
memory,  and  sleepiness  (Alperovich,  Glazunov,  Ptmov) . 

In  1938  the  nature  of  the  agent  of  autumnal  encephalitis  res  interpreted 
(Smorodintsev,  Shubladze,  Neustroev).  As  with  the  agent  cf  tic!:  cncophr.ii tiu, 
this  is  a  filtering  virus.  The  agent  mainly  concentrates  in  the  brain  of  tha 
patient  and  dead  people,  in  a  lesser  quantity,  in  the  blood,  urine  r.r.d  spinal 
fluid.  If  a  particle  of  the  brain  of  a  person,  i.&ving  died  of  th«  disease, 
is  injected  into  the  brains  of  white  mice  c-  monkeys,  than  after  2-10  days 
there  develops  convulsions  and  paralysis  of  the  extremities,  fee  virus, 
concentrated  in  the  brains  of  ill  mice,  succumbs  to  being  given  over  in  time 
to  well  mice,  injecting  it  into  the  brain  through  the  mucous  membrane  cf  ur.e 
respiratory  path  under  he  skin  into  the  blood  stream. 

The  encephalitis  leaves,  in  those  recovered,  a  life  ansusceptibility  to 
a  secondary  infection. 

By  the  chart  of  infection  and  by  the  nature  of  the  a-*tnt,  autumnal 
encephalitis  is  analogical  with  Japanese  encephalitis,  v.'eil  knevn  in  Japan 
already  for  many  decades.  There,  every  year,  thousands  die  fro;.  er.cvrha"..'u.u. 

As  in  Japan,  the  vectors  of  the  agent  of  autumnal  encephalitis  in  td 
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Primorsk  region  >  ~e  t-e  moscuitces.  A" or.'-  th.  30  various  typos  of  mosquitoes, 
irJhnbitir.p  the  Primorsk,  there  were  found  4  types,  vectors  of  tha  spent  of 
Japanese  encephalitis  (Petrisheva,  S’,  eras ir.tsev,  Shutladze).  The  microbe  of 
encephalitis  nests  in  the  bodies  of  those  mosquitoes  and  upon  bitirp  is 
injected  under  the  skin  of  the  person  slonp  wish  the  cn.Ti.va, 

It  was  possible  to  repeatedly  isolcto  the  .-.pant  of  auuur.r.ul  encephalitis 
iron  the  body  of  the  mosquito-vectors,  path ; i  in  nature.  T-e  noscuito- 
vcctors,  infected  artificially  by  feed-.p  .....  or  si  Imp  animals,  retain 
the  eper.i  of  tho  infection  in  their  bodies  for  a  lor.p  v.':. -.  Also  established 
v.as  the  ability  of  the  winped  r.cr- site- vectors  to  trar.se  it.  the  virus  to  epps 
and  to  the  larva  cr.d  pupa  oripir.atinp  frem  them.  If  tho  infected  mosquito 
winters,  than  the  r.csct  season  it  car.  pive  a  non  generation,  con'  ir.inp  the 
virus  of  encephalitis.  There  is  possible  still  another  path  of  infecting 
well  mosquitoes  in  the  centers  of  infection;  if  people,  drr.estic  an  inn  la, 
rodents  and  birds  are  subjected  to  the  bite  of  the  infected  mosquitoes,  than 
the  virus,  injected  by  the  mosquitoes,  circulates  for  sene  tine  in  the  blood 
of  tho  bitten  person  and  animal. 

For  the  prevention  of  autumnal  encephalitis  there  are  conducted  drain¬ 
ing  cf  the  infected  area,  destru  ution  of  the  larva  end  puna  of  the  mosquitoes, 
by  means  of  aviodustinp  with  peris  preen  or  oilinp  of  the  cistern  tanks.  For 
protection  apainst  the  mosquitoes,  it  is  recommended  that  one  werr  a  protective 
net,  sprsyea  with  a  lysol  solution,  ar.i  qu-rd  the  ted  with  cheesecloth. 

To  increase  the  ins  .unity  of  the  people  livir.p  in  the  infectious  are-s 
to  autumnal  encephalitis,  vaccine  contair.inp  virus  of  ts.is  infection,  rendered 
harmless  by  formaline,  is  injected  under  the  shir..  Infection  emonp  those 
immuned  i3  of  a  liphter  form  and  pro  pressor  cuic.xr  thsr.  in
